3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
Nakata in view of Hodgson et al. fails to explicitly disclose or reasonably suggest a bi- 
directional, protocol-independent optical transport system with an optical bus and a fiber optic 
amplifier for performing simultaneous bi-directional amplification of optical signals.
